World Raw Wool 
Exports Ahead 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Rapid recovery from the 1958 
recession highlighted the world 
wool industry in 1959, accord- 
ing to the Foreign Agricultural 
Service, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. Spurred by in- 
creased industrial activity and a 
replenishing of depleted stocks 
in major consuming countries, 
world wool consumption and 
trade reached record levels. 

World exports of 3,038 mil- 
lion pounds, actual weight, of 
raw wool in 1959 were up 19 
percent from 1958 and a record 
high. Increased trade reflected 
stronger demand from the chief 
consuming countries, particular- 
ly early in the year, and in- 
creased supplies from the major 
exporting countries. 

World wool production was 
also at a record level in 1959, 
and supplies were augmented 
by record clips in Australia and 
New Zealand and by reduction 
of heavy carryover stocks in 
Argentina. 

Wool price levels were also 
conducive to expanded trade in 
1959. From their low point at 
the beginning of the year, Dom- 
inion wool prices moved up 
sharply and reached their high- 
est level since 1957 at the open- 
ing of the Australian 1959-60 
auction season in August 1959. 
During the remainder of the 
season prices generally eased 
downward but were relatively 
stable. Australian prices in 
August 1960 were as much as 
10 percent below July and about 
25 percent below last August. 

Exports from the five major 
exporting countries (Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa, Ar-

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Knitting Equipment Developments 


Develop New Philip Double Jersey Machine 


By CHARLES REICHMAN, Editor 
INTRODUCTION of a high production, multi-feed plain and 
fancy double jersey fabric and sweater-strip machine was announced 
this week by Morris Philip. The new unit which is going into com- 
mercial production shortly, will be marketed by Jet Age Knitwear 
Machinery Corporation. A 33-inch diameter, 48-feed unit, the new 


machine will be available in any 
cut ranging up to 18x18 needles 
per inch in the cylinder and 
dial. It will be of dogless con- 
struction. 

Fabrics producible on the ma- 
chine, in addition to common 
rib constructions, consist of the 
whole range of solid color and 
patterned double jersey mater- 
ials. Included in the former cate- 
gory are conventional | x | in- 
terlock, 2 x 2 interlock or eight- 
lock single and double pique as 
well as bourrelet. 

Jacquard Designs 

Production of double jersey 
cloth embodying multi-colored 
jacquard designs is achieved by 
means of pattern wheels acting 
on the cylinder needles. Use of 
the pattern wheels, however, is 
not required to actuate needles 
in the knitting of 1 x 1 and 2 x 2 
interlock or single or double 
pique. The latter can be pro- 
duced by simple needle adjust- 
ment in either the Swiss or 
French constructions. 

The new Philip unit will be 
turned out in two separate ver- 
sions — one for the sweater 
trade with a revolving yarn 
stand, and the other with a sta- 
tionary overhead cone creel for 
yard goods knitwear. The ma- 
chine can be operated either as 
a yardgoods unit, producing 
tubular fabric on a continuous 
basis or as a garment length or 
rib trimming machine turning 
out sweater-strips or lengths of 
rib trim, each separated by a 
readily removable draw thread 
course on the tubular principle. 

The dial is equipped with al- 
ternate long and short needles, 
while the cylinder has needles 
with two types of butts and two 
types of tails—high butt with a 
short tail and the low butt with 
a long tail. This set-up permits 
the same type of long and short 
needle control in the cylinder 
that is achieved conventionally 
in the dial. It is this needle ar- 
rangement, in fact, which gov- 
erns the production of interlock 
and single and double pique 


fabrics as well as fabrics for 
swim suits, 
Manual Adjustment 

All locks on the machine are 
individually adjustable by hand 
for knitting, welting or tucking. 
The trick wheel system used in 
connection with the pattern 
wheels is of a patented design 
which makes possible the pro- 
duction of large patterns straight 
across the fabric rather than in 
spiral fashion. The pattern 
scope is 72 inches straight across 
and 144 inches in height. All 
jacquard designs are producible 
in two, three or four colors with 
either twill (pepper and salt) or 
solid back. The machine can 
also turn out blister stitch fab- 
rics in jacquard design. 

For the knitting of trims the 
machine is capable of turning 
out multiple ends with scalloped 
edges. 

The frame of the machine is 
of unique construction with the 
dial controlled by a rotating 
gear operating under the cylin- 
der cam ring. This engineering 
feature creates a positive hold 
on the dial. 

All-Purpose Machine 

Mr. Philip also disclosed plans 
for the introduction shortly of a 
new all-purpose circular knitting 
machine. He said that the new 
machine “will be the ultimate in 
knitting equipment design and 
will be capable of duplicating the 
work of any type of circular knit- 
ting machine currently in oper- 
ation.” Mr. Philip said that the 
first model of the all-purpose 
unit is expected to be in oper- 
ation by Christmas. This first 
model will be a four-cut machine 
for bulky knit work and will be 
a 20-feed, 30-inch diameter unit. 
Plans, however, are to build in 
finer gauges also. The latter will 
have 24 feeds. 

A noteworthy feature of the 
new machine is that it will have 
double transfer from cylinder to 
dial and from dial to cylinder. 
Its pattern scope will extend to 
links and links structures and 


include interlock and all double 
jersey constructions. Included 
in the machine’s stitch scope 
will be knoppen stitches, eyelet 
fabrics with wide openings and 
1 xl or 2 x 2 rib bottoms with 
rack start. 

Dial needles are of the con- 
ventional long and short type, 
while the cylinder needles have 
high and low butts in three dif- 
ferent positions—high, medium 
and low. 

Each dial needle is capable 
of racking on each feed inde- 
pendently while the machine is 
operating at full speed. This is 
accomplished without the need 
of cutting out any feeds. The 
needle racking arrangement 
makes possible the production 
of rack designs in the form of 
diamonds, panels, diagonals, etc. 

Pattern wheels acting on the 
cylinder needles permit produc- 
tion of jacquard designs in a 
wide scope straight across the 
fabric and not on a spiral basis. 

A design, according to Mr. 
Philip, can be placed on any 
part of the fabric desired, using 
two, three or four colors in the 
jacquard pattern. The pattern 
wheels, as on the double jersey 
machine, are of conventional 
design but their scope is broad- 
ened by the same patented trick 
wheel system used on the multi- 
feed double jersey machine. 

Operation of the machine is 
governed by a short chain sys- 
tem using a unique control 
method that requires neither a 
drum, counter; ratchet nor any 
other type of control mechan- 
ism. By reason of this short 
chain system, according to Mr. 
Philip, it is virtually impossible 
to knock the machine off timing. 
Should this occur, the machine 
would automatically correct it- 
self after each revolution. Auto- 
matic correction of timing after 
each sweater body is knitted is 
also a feature of the four settings 
of stich tighteners on each feed. 
A single stitch tightener con- 
trols cylinder and dial needles.

New Yarns And Textures In Jantzen’s 1961 Collection 


By ILANA HIRSCH 


THE predominant silhouette in Jantzen’s swimwear line is ihe 
one-piece maillot. The basic line has in some cases been modified 
and improved in order to give the wearer an even longer and irim- 
mer look than is usually created by this particular style. For ex- 
ample, the leg cut is slightly higher, controls and bias accents have 


been incorporated to slim the 
waist and lengthen the figure and 
shelf-bra construction is used to 
sive a youthful, well-defined, 
and high bosom. 

Woven cotton and Lastex 
suits form a part of the collec- 
tion, but knits in many diversi- 
fied constructions were by far 
the most numerous. Some of the 
fibers used in the knitted suits 
were Orlon, Helanca-processed 
textured filament nylon, Cres- 
lan and Vyrene, U. S. Rubber’s 
synthetic elastomer. 

New creativity was apparent 
in textures which made the knits 
look bulky but feel light. 

A bulky texture marks the 
silky looking ottoman ridge knit- 
ted classic; a four color ribbon- 
stripe maillot. As is true of many 
of the suits in the line, this mod- 
el comes in either a curved or 
scooped neckline, and has 


Jantzen’s Contour is an example of 
the new knit-to-fit suit with no stitch- 
ing other than bust darts and hem- 
ming at top and bottom. The tailored 
Simplicity of this Orlon suit is high- 
lighted by narrow diagonal stripes 
across the bust and hips leaving a 
wide band of solid color to empha- 
Size a slim and elongated trunk. 


French bra cups and removable 
straps. 

Another new bulky texture is 
expressed in the hand-knit rib- 
bon look. Cotton and rubber 
produce an elasticized ribbon 
knit fabric for both a two-piece 
swim suit and a one-piece mail- 
lot. Both suits have full-front 
Helanca linings and contoured 
backs, but the maillot alone has 
a wide inner waistband for both 
fit and cinching. 

Gossamer nylon failles are 
also used in the collection. 
Sparkle nylon makes up a group 
of solid color maillots with 
rhinestone studded straps. 

Also of nylon is anotner sleek, 
knitted maillot shown in a tan- 
talizing shade of pink. This suit 
is highlighted by soft shirring 
which not only adds beauty, 
but also emphasizes the softness 
of the material. Nylon is again 
used in a skirted suit of black 
tricot with scarf tie neckline. 

Colors are limitless and range 
from the palest of pastels to the 
brightest possible hues of any 
one shade. They appear singly 
and in groups where they might 
be seen in stripes, checks, flower 
garden and underwater motifs, 
and in abstract prints. 

Never-before-seen shades of 
pink, purple, green and blue are 
used in many of the solid color 
suits as, for example, a purple 
Helanca of simple tank suit 
styling that incorporates a plung- 
ing back and wide-set straps to 
allow for maximum sun cover- 
age. Closely akin to this number 
is an electric emerald green He- 
lanca sheath featuring a plunging 
neckline and straps of gradually 
narrowing width. 

The ensemble look receives a 
good deal of attention in the 
new Jantzen line. The ensemble 
consists of a suit topped with a 
jacket or slip-on wrap in match- 
ing or contrasting design. Styl- 
ing varies from tunic to fitted, 
and lengths graduate from sev- 
eral inches below the suit to 
cropped just at the waist. Sleeves 


Boldly striped in a bulky herringbone knit is Jantzen’s Roulette, a one-piece 
elasticized suit having a very open two-piece look in back. The squared-off 
top section is attached to maillot shorts by a two-button tab fastening in the 
front only. To complete the ensemble is a short-sleeved beach sweater cardi- 
gan patterned after the suit and made of the same Orlon acrylic yarn, though 
it is not elasticized. Five bold buttons matching those on the swim suit tab 
run down the front of the suit, and scalloped edges trim the sleeves and hem. 


and necklines come in as great a 
variety of styles as can be im- 
agined, and what is really in- 
genious is the beach wrap that 
easily converts to a skirt, trans- 
forming the suit into a sundress. 
One example of this is an ele- 
gant heavy white cotton bro- 
cade with a belted waist and 
boy shorts. The accompanying 
sleeveless jacket of the same ma- 
terial quickly converts to a skirt, 
the large rhinestone clasp mov- 
ing from the neck to the waist. 
Another example of this convert- 
ible top is a white cotton suit 
with an allover flower print in 
shades of blue and green. 

Two other unusual cotton 
suits in the ensemble grouping 
are worthy of mention. One, a 
very feminine white eyelet over 
the palest of blue has a matching 
white eyelet jacket. Another is a 
woven cotton daisy pattern print 
in soft shades of mauve, aqua, 
and green on white which comes 
with a matching skirt not, how-

Printed cotton knit suits in- 
clude a one-piece maillot in a 
blue and white print with cording 
at the waistline and a two-piece 
shorts suit in yellow print with 
white tucked V-shaped inserts at 
waist and bustline. This same 
tucked V detailing is also seen 
from bra top to waistline on a 
gold-on-white cotton print boy 
shorts one-piece suit with gold 


cording over the bodice seams. 

Cotton prints include a brief 
two-piece suit in a_ provincial 
pattern with solid bow and pip- 
ing trim; and a one-piece print 
with short boy legs and back 
shirring, accented with a white 
raffia placket at the bustline. A 
gingham-checked Arnel and cot- 
ton one-piece suit is underscored 
with V-shaped inserts on the 
bodice in solid colors.

COORDINATES are emphasized in the 1961 men’s swim trunk 
and sun clothes line of Jantzen, Inc. unveiled recently for the press 
and buyers. The firm is capitalizing on the current trend to three- 
and four-piece wardrobes that can be worn in a variety of com- 


binations. 

The patterns for mixing and 
matching are plain and fancies 
in formfit, Hawaiian length, box- 
er and zip fit swim trunks and in 
shirts, terry jackets, walkers and 
knit shirts. 

New fabrics include the rug- 
ged tweedy cottons, and hop- 
sacking in bold stripes and sol- 
ids. 

Olives and golds are in de- 
mand again but the firm also 
expects big sales of pastels, iri- 
descent ground colors, white and 
off-white. Grape, coconut and 
stone blue will be very popular, 
according to Herb Zell, mer- 
chandising director for the men’s 
and boys’ division. 

The combinations for active 
swimming and beachwear in- 
clude the Navaho square leg 
trunks and jacket with jacquard 
trim; Hawaiian length trunks, 
mitred with a bottom and side 
pin stripe, and Acrilan stretch 
trunks, in off-beat harlequin for 
younger men. Retail prices for 
trunks run from $5 to $7.95 and 
for coats and jackets from $3.95 
to $7.95. 

At slightly higher prices, are 
Hawaiian length trunks of Hel- 
anca and rubber with a wide 
web belt at $10; John L. Sullivan 
tight-fitting trunks at $12.95, 
and a novelty number, the Ski 
Daddy bongos, long ankle 
length, tight-fitting Helanca and 
rubber pants in horizontal black 
and white stripes, at $16.95.

“Fashion will come to the 
knitwear industry only when 
technicians no longer determine 
its styling,” John Weitz, of John 
Weitz Designs, Inc., believes.

selection of imports from Italy 
and West Germany. These are 
shown categorized by size, in 
well-illuminated, recessed racks 
along the semi-circular wall of 
the department. This season, 
mainly wool is featured. “Wool 
is making a tremendous come- 
back, especially in the flat knits,” 
Mr. Gross noted. 

Highly styled cotton knit suits 
and coordinates are also shown, 
on separate floor displays. 

“We are trying to balance out 
our imports and our domestic 
knits, which will continually give 
us the opportunity to present the 
newest in knits to our custom- 
ers,” Mr. Gross said. “However, 
we feel very strongly in favor 
of domestic knits because of the 
continuity and the reorder ad- 
vantages which many times are 
not possible with imports.” 

This veteran merchandiser 
believes that the current fresh 
new outlook of knitwear manu- 
facturers in America assures that 
“knits will be a fashion business

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12 months of the year for many 
to come.” 

“For a period of time, the 
initwear people in America were 
not so aware of fashion changes 
in that field as they are today,” 
be explained. 

In addition to the knits car- 
ried in the new shop, the store 
shows knitted dresses and suits 
in its women’s department, 
where Colden fashions are fea- 
red; Jonathan Logan knits in 
its casual dress shop; and Marie 
Philips, Sue Brett, ANA and 
others in its junior shop.

Knits require more service, 
but this is counterbalanced by 
the fact that the knitwear cus- 
tomer is frequently good for two 
or three knitted outfits ranging 
ftom casual to cocktail wear 
when these are properly sold 
and fitted, Mr. Gross noted. 

Most women, he said, will- 
ingly spend more for knits be-

cause they know the amount of 
use and wear they will get from 
them. However, Mr. Gross 
noted, this fact also points up 
the need for continuing fashion 
ingenuity to stimulate new pur- 
chases since knits are so very 
durable. He cited the “beautiful 
jacquards, intarsias and novelty 
treatments” of the current sea- 
son as the best kind of sales 
stimulants.

At Midwest Show 


CHICAGO, Ill—The Holi- 
day Showing of Infants’ and 
Children’s Wear, September 11- 
15 was, as expected, a relatively 
quiet affair. Traffic on the ninth 
floor of the Merchandise Mart 
and the Bandwagon at the Pal- 
mer House was very heavy on 
opening day.

Knitwear continued to play 
an important role in this show. 
Sweaters for infants and chil- 
dren were being shown by a 
larger number of firms than in 


previous years. Fashion colors 
and grown-up styling features 
have given sweaters a more sig- 
nificant place in_ children’s 
wardrobes. 


Weather A Factor 


Dealers making the rounds of 
display rooms indicated that re- 
cent back-to-school promotions 
had lacked anticipated strength. 
Warm weather in the weeks 
prior to school openings held 
back shopping interest. Many 
buyers noted that they expected 
their fall volume peak will ap- 
pear a little late this year, due to 
the mild September weather in 
the midwest. 

Ordering at the show in most 
instances was for Christmas 
merchandise. Reports were that 
most of the orders placed were 
conservative. Nevertheless, most 
buyers claimed they expected 
the year to close on a strong 
note. 

Interest in Orlon 

Knitted infants’ wear found 
considerable interest. All-Orlon 
knitted one-and-two-piece 
creepers were being ordered at 
a stronger pace than last year, 
according to reports. 

Bulkies, shawl collars, shag- 
gies and cup and saucer models 


for the children and sub-teen 
market dominated the sweater 
style picture. 

Dave Axelrod, in his Mer- 
chandise Mart space, reported 
he was enjoying a fairly good 
run of business at the show. His 
line of Carltona infants’ all cot- 
ton knit sets and shirts were 
moving well. Most popular col- 
ors were gold and yellow. 

According to Sternberg Knit- 
ting Co.’s Chicago sales rep, Al 
Leason, the demand was strong 
for knit suits for boys aged 1-4. 
Buyers were placing good orders 
for two-piece knit suits for 
youngsters that featured long 
pants. 

“Orlon is terrific this year” 
noted Al Leason. “The demand 
is much stronger for Orlon than 
it was a year ago.” 

Novel Sweater 

Janie Products, Inc.’s 100 
percent Orlon-acrylic brushed 
“Greeting Card Sweater” for the 
sub-teens caught the eye of buy- 
ers, according to Jerry Halperin. 
Enclosed with each cellophane- 
wrapped sweater is a clever 
greeting card as a promotional 
gimmick. 

Embroidered sub-teen girls’ 
sweaters were volume building

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items in the Knitown Togs Corp. 
space, according to Abe 
Rothouse. The new lilac shades 
accounted for a big share of the 
orders written. White sweaters 
with a variety of lilac em- 
proidery patterns were also 
strong. Bulkies were a big factor 
in his boys’ sweater line, and 
brushed Orlon shaggy numbers 
a close second. 

At the Bandwagon Show in 
the Palmer House, Jay Stern, 
Pickwick Knitting Mills, pre- 
dicted that many merchants will 
find themselves short of saleable 
soods during the coming holi- 
day period. 

Not Anticipating 

“Not enough buyers are anti- 
cipating their needs” he said. 
“Those holding off on their or- 
dering are going to be disap- 
pointed. Because early fall retail 
sales have been slow, many of 
them are buying just what they 
need right now. A sudden cold 
snap could find them with half 
empty shelves.” 


Jim Wight and Marty Hogan, 
Regal Knitwear Co., said their 
traffic was running “about even 
with last year.” They also noted 
that their accounts were placing 


orders for more of the better 
priced children’s sweaters in 
their line. 

Top Regal Knitwear Co. 
sweater items were bulkies and 
shaggies. The cup and saucer 
collar models were also very big 
for the sub-teen trade. 

New Pastel Colors 

Lilac, flat yellow, sugar blue 
and green were the most promis- 
ing pastel shades in the Regal 
holiday and spring sweater of- 
ferings. 

Ed Levy, May Knitting Co., 
reported fine results with his in- 
fants’ to teens line of knitted 
apparel. Bulkies and shaggies, 
he said, were good for fall, and 
were being rebought for holiday 
sweater merchandising. 

Good orders were written by 
Levy for white napped and 
sheared cardigan sweaters high- 
lighting embroidery trim with 
fashion colors. 

Knitted headwear provided a 
moderate amount of action at 
the show. Most of knit head- 
wear business had been written 
earlier. Opening business was 
good, but some sizeable orders 
were still being written for ear 
warmers, cuddle caps, face caps 
and Orlon knit scarves. 


Attendance Down 


At Upstate Market 


BUFFALO, N.Y. — Attend- 
ance was slightly below average 
and retailer buying was on the 
cautious side at the September 
show of the New York State In- 
fants’ & Children’s Wear Associ- 
ation in Hotel Statler Hilton. 

Overall business results at the 
three-day market were not as 
impressive as in some previous 
September markets. However, 
the selling picture was a spotty 
one. Some houses did quite well 
while others found the action 
was slow. 

Salesmen cited two principal 
reasons for the hesitant attitude 
on the part of many retailers: 

1. Hot weather during the lat- 
ter part of August and first part 
of September slowed the de- 
mand for colder weather mer- 
chandise. 

2. Strikes and a slowdown in 
many of the basic industries in 
the Buffalo area has caused con- 
sumers to buy more cautiously. 

Back-to-school business in 
the Buffalo area has made a gen- 
erally favorable showing but re- 
tailers are expressing some skep- 
ticism about the holiday selling 


season. They are not quite as 
optimistic about retail business 
prospects as they were earlier 
this year and the change in atti- 
tude is reflected in the character 
of their buying from manufac- 
turers. 

Merchants expressed enthusi- 
asm over styles exhibited at the 
show and interest in sweaters 
and other knitted outerwear was 
strong. They look for a decided 
pickup in demand for children’s 
sweaters with the arrival of cool- 
er weather. 

Some 150 lines were shown 
by 51 exhibitors, with knitwear 
having strong representation.

ever, convertible to a jacket. 

Jantzen does not end the en- 
semble with the cover-all, but 
goes on to include matching hats 
and umbrellas, and even a 
matching beach ball or beach 
towel now and then. 

Eternally a favorite duo, black 
and white are used in combina- 
tions of stripes, checks, abstract 
prints and small, but artistic de- 
tail on solids. Bold stripes are 
the design of a heavy textured 
knitted maillot with an open 
two-piece look in back and one- 
piece look in front. Front de- 
tailing features two widely 
spaced buttons fastening top to 
bottom. 

Another of Jantzen’s one- 
piece suits with a two-piece look 
is shown in a Helanca emerald 
green and aqua print top over 
solid aqua shorts. 

Heavy texturing is achieved 
through design in a print of black 
abstract swirls on white. 

Woven Lastex is well repre- 
sented in the collection. A 
French bistro check is styled 


identically to the one-piece front, 
two-piece back look described 
above. Another Lastex number 
is a yellow sheath with roses of 
a deeper shade of yellow across 
the top and falling rosebuds over 
the rest of the suit. With this suit 
a matching umbrella called a 
Jansunbrella, is also available. 
Lastex is also the basis of a blue 
and white pin stripe suit with 
shoe string straps. To elongate 
the figure this suit had slimming 
shorts, and a novelty bow detail 
just above the waist to further 
the long-legged look. 

Several fabrics are shown 
in a single suit only. Knitted 
wool makes a solo appearance 
in a solid black maillot with a 
circlet of flowers embroidered in 
white around the hips. This suit 
is ensembled with a matching 
cardigan beach sweater. 

Another one-of-its-kind fab- 
ric is white kid leather in a mail- 
lot with plunging neckline laced 
with leather straps. The suit, in- 
cidentally, takes to water beau- 
tifully. 

Two unusual “fun” suits fea- 
ture distinct styling. One is an all 
black Helanca scoop - necked 
leotard, long sleeved and long- 
legged with an apron type short 
overskirt of pleated nylon tricot. 
The second is a vivid red, orange 


and black print in a skin tight 
Helanca knit featuring halter 
neck and mandarin collar. 

Bikinis and two-piece models 
are available in the same variety 
of textures and colors as the 
maillots and sheaths. Woven 
cotton was used in a true bikini 
of white with an overall rose, 
leaf, and stem design in authen- 
tic colors. Faille ribbon knit is 
fabric in which a two-piece suit, 
the waistline of which is stand- 
ard in front and dips surprising- 
ly in back, is executed. 

With shades of mauve and 
purple being featured this year, 
Jantzen did not omit use of this 
very important color in the col- 
lection. Although purple suits 
are evident throughout the line, 
one complete group is devoted 
only to suits in various shades of 
mauve and purple. Many of the 
flowered and striped suits had 
purple as their primary color 
but in combination with shades 
of blue and green. Purple is 
beautifully contrasted with aqua 
on a white background in an all- 
over foliage motif. A solid pur- 
ple sleeveless knitted tunic with 
three button detail on each 
shoulder completes this outfit. 

Jantzen’s new line included 
three French imports in navy 
and white Helanca. One is in

Despite many variations in

Wool Makers Hit 
Gov't Report 


The executive committee of 
he National Association of 
Wool Manufacturers has ex- 
pressed disappointment over the 
failure of the U.S. Interagency 
Textile Committee to support 
senate recommendations to as- 
st the textile industry. 

The Interagency Committee’s 
report on imports and other 
westions to the Secretary of 
Commerce was issued a year 
and a half after the group’s for- 
mation by White House order. 
The Senate Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce Committee, 
which originally recommended 
the establishment of the group, 
aso had recommended quotas 
on textile imports more realistic 
interpretion of peril point and 
escape clause provisions of the 
Trade Agreements Act and 
changes in machinery deprecia- 
ion rates for tax purposes. 

The NAWM declared: 


“The report of the Textile In- 


 Tteragency Committee to the Sec- 


retary of Commerce on recom- 
mendations of the Senate Inter- 
sate & Foreign Commerce 
Committee is deeply disappoint- 
ing. It falls far short of industry 
hopes that realistic remedies 
would result from the long and 
thorough investigation of the 
textile industry and the firm rec- 
ommendations of the Senate 
committee. 

“We are unable to appreciate 
how the interagency group could 
fail to find merit in so many of 
he firmly based recommenda- 
tions. The report confirms the 
long standing belief of NAWM 
that solution of the problems of 
the textile industry can only be 
achieved through a complete 
reorientation of United States 
foreign trade policy.”

gentina, and Uruguay) in 1959 
rose 18 percent, with a decline 
in shipments from Uruguay more 
than offset by greatly increased 
exports from the other countries. 
These five countries account for 
85 percent of world trade in 
raw wool. Imports of raw wool 
into the seven major importing 


countries (United Kingdom, | 
United States, Japan, France, | 


West Germany, Italy, and Bel- 
gium) rose 22 percent as each 
of these countries brought in 
more wool last year. 

Wool trade in 1960 does not 
appear to be heading for another 


record breaking year but neither | 


is a sharp decline expected, the 
agency stated. U.S. and U.K. 
imports have been reduced rath- 


er sharply as a result of higher | 


stock levels and an apparent lack 
of bouyancy in demand evident 
a year ago. However, imports 
into most of the other major im- 


porting countries have continued | 


to increase in early 1960. 

In addition to trade in raw 
wool, there is considerable trade 
in wool manufactures and semi- 
manufactures in some countries. 
In the United States, for in- 
stance, the raw wool content of 
imports of all wool manufactures

Stylewise, coordinates will 
ain be important but the va- 
sety of skirt and pant styles 
have been scaled down and 
there will be more of a trend 
toward selling sets although the 
mix-match plan of combining 
woven and knit garments will 
be continued.

Top and pants sets for girls 
will be featured and McKem- 
Vanta has lengthened the “crop 
iop” and plans to use more 
novelty pants fabrics.
